Then they lake you off 
to one side and whisper to you that 
with the abolishment of 
I he saloon 


there Is u largo number of the poorer 
chibs who cannot obtain liquor at all, 
so that they and ihe community In 
general is bonelltlod by prohibition. 


When one thinks the mailer all 


over and looks at It from an unbiased 
viewpoint, he cannot help thinking 
thai tho whole thing is for the pur- 
pose of saving Uiu sou) of the other 
Eellow.

puiserially, never used liquor to ex- 
cess, and can go a week or a month 
without a drink, It' he wants to, and 
it wont bother him a bit, but there is 
Ills neighbor who lias not such a good 
control over his appetite, and it is 
for his sake thai he Is voting the 
town arid state dry. .It is another 
case oi' being able to soo Ihe faults of 
your neighbor better than you can 
your own. 


An article. In Chamberlain's maga- 


zine by Henry B. Chamberlain, pro- 
poses to take tho liquor question out 
of the hands of the government and 
of the people and place It in the 
IKIII. ; of a commission, ami let them 
sell* Ihe matter as they think would 
be for the best Interests of tho coun- 
try.

Wheth- 
er a commission could handle the 
matter bettor than the people cannot 
bo said, and it would scum as if tho 
mailer would depend largely upon 
the men who made up the commis- 
sion.

CHANGE IN ELECTION LAW 


Those who are interested in elec- 


tion matters should bear in mind that 
a slight change was made in the elec- 
tion laws last fall when the short 
session of the legislature was held. 
The new law provides that caucuses 
must.be held at least fifteen days 
before election instead of seven days, 
a.s-heretofore. 


Five days notice of caucus must 


also be given, so that the notice of 
caucus must be up at least twenty 
days before election. Another change 
in the laws is that the person, who 
receives the second highest number 
of votes at the caucus has the right 
to have hrs name on the election bal- 
lot as well as the one who receives 
the highest number. 


Date of filing election papers in the 


city has been changed to not less 
than twelve days before election,in- 
stead of seven days as heretofore. 
The spring election will be held on 
\pril 3 this year, only about a month 
hence, or four weeks from next Tues- 
day. Among the officers to be elected 
are a justice of the supreme court, a 
county superintendent of schools, al- 
dermen and supervisors and a jus- 
lice of the peace.

PROBLEM 


DNDERJEW LIGHT 


Just at the present time it is ap- 
parent to everybody that the tenden- 
cy of the times is toward prohibition. 
That is ii is toward a. proposition 
that its advocates fondly term pro- 
hibition. 
It does not prohibit the 
use of liquor in any instance, but it 
does prohibit the sale of it in a pub- 
lic • place commonly known as a sa- 


VVhen people are taken to task be- 
cause they have prohibition in their 
state while people continue to use 
intoxicating liquors as they desire, 
they state that their idea was simply 
LO abolish the saloon and not to keep 
people from using liquor in then- 
homes if they 
desired to. 
They 
state that the saloons have an evil 
influence. 
Men and boys congregate 
there and indulge in liquor to excess, 
which they will not do at home. They 
admit that a pint of whiskey drunk 
at home will do a man just as muca 
harm as if it were'taken in a saloon, 
but that the man will not drink the 
pint at home. Then they take you off 
to one side and whisper to you that 
with the abolishment of the saloon 
there is a large number of the poorer 
class who cannot obtain liquor at all, 
so that they and the community in 
general is benefited by prohibition. 
When one thinks the matter ail 
over and looks at it from an unbiased 
viewpoint he cannot help thinking 
that the whole thing is for the pur- 
pose of saving the soul of the other 
fellow. 
Each one admits that he, 
personally, never used liquor to ex- 
cess, and can go a week or a month 
without a drink, if he wants to, ana 
it wont bother him a bit, but there is 
his neighbor wno has not such a good 
control over his appetite, and it is 
for his sake that he is voting the 
town arid state dry. .It is another 
case of being able to see the faults of 
your neighbor better than you can 
your own. 
An article in Chamberlain's maga- 


zine by Henry B. Chamberlain, pro- 
poses to take the liquor question out 
of the hands of the government and 
of the people and place it in the 
ban. i of a commission, and let them 
sett* the matter as they think would 
be for the best interests of the coun- 
trv 
There are many sides to the 
liquor question not grasped by the 
ordinary man. 
There 
are 
states 
where to prohibit the manufacture 
of liquor, that is whiskey, does not 
matter much, because there is prac- 
tically no whiskey manufactured an 
these states, but there are others 
like Illinois and Kentucky where it is 
an immense industry, and the sudden 
cessation of its manufacture in the^e 
states would mean the destruction of 
a great amount of property. Wheth- 
er a commission could handle, the 
matter better than the people canno: 
be said and it would sesm as if the 
matter would depend largely upon 
the men who made up the commis- 
sion. 
If they were men who be- 
lieved in the abolishmene of liquor 
lieved in the abolishment of liquor 
would probably abolish it without 
hesitation, but if they were men who 
took into consideration the economic 
side of the matter, with a desire to-be 
just with those engaged in the busi- 
ness they would probably handle the 
matter in a manner that would be ac- 
ceptable to all.

"On the third of February I officially 


Informed you of the sudden and unex- 
pected action of the imperial German 
government in declaring its intention 
to disregard the promises it had made 
to this government In April last ana 
undertake immediate submarine opera- 
tions against all commerce, whether 
belligerents . or neutrals, that should 
seek to approach Great Britain and Ire- 
land, the Atlantic coasts of -Europe, or 
the harbors of the eastern Mediterra- 
nean, and to conduct tnose operations 
without regard to the established re- 
strictions ol international practice, 
without regard to any considerations 
of humanity even which might inter- 
fere with their object. That policy was 
forthwith put Into practice. It has 
now been in active execution for near- 
ly four weeks. 


All Commerce Suffering. 


"Its practical 'results are not yet 


fully disclosed. The commerce of other 
neutral nations Is suffering severely, 
but not, perhaps, very much more se- 
verely than it was already suffering be- 
for the first of February, when the new 
policy of the Imperial government was 
put Into operation. We have asked the 
co-operation of other neutral govern- 
ments to prevent these depredations, 
but so far none of them has thought It 
\vlse to join us in any common course 
of action. 
"Our own commerce has suffered, is 


suffering', rather In apprehension'than 
•In fact rather because so many of our 
ships are timidly keeping to their home 
ports than because American ships 
have sunk. 


"Two American vessels have been 


sunk, the Housatonlc and the Lytnan 
M. Law.

"The case of the Housatonic, widen 


was carrying foodstuffs to a London 
firm, was essentially like the case of 
•Use Frye, in which, it will be recalled, 
-the German government admitted Its 
liability for damages, and the lives of 
the crew, as In the case of the Frye, 
•were safeguarded with reasonable care. 


"The case of the Law, which was 


carrying lemon-box staves to Palermo, 
disclosed a ruthlessness of method 
which deserves grave condemnation, 
•but was accompanied by no circum- 
stances which might not have been ex- 
pected at any time in connection with 
the use of the submarine against mer- 
chantmen us the German government 
has used I* 
1. 


"In sifmmlng up, therefore, the situ- 


ation we tlnd ourselves In with regard 
to the actual conduct of the German 
submarine warfare against commerce 
and its effects upon our own ships and 
people is substantially the same that 
it was when I addressed you on the 
third of February, except for the tying 
up of our shipping in our own ports 
because of the unwillingness of our 
shipowners to risk their vessels at sea 
without insurance or adequate protec: 
tlori, and the very serious congestion 
of our commerce which has resulted, 
a congestion which Is growing rapidly 
more and more serious every day. 


"This In Itself might presently ac- 


complish, In effect, what the new Ger- 
man submarine orders were meant to 
accomplish, so far as we arc coil; 
corned. 


"We can only say, therefore, 


the overt act which 1 have ventured to 
hope the German commanders would 
in fact avoid has not occurred. 


Some Alarmlns Signs. 


"But while this Is happily true, It 


must be admitted that thcrte have been 
certain additional Indications and ex- 
pressions of purpose on the part of 
the German press and the German au- 
thorities which have increased rather 
than lessened the impression that, If 
our ships and our people'are.spared

nnd interpret it^ No one doubts that 
It is our duty to' do so. 


"We must defend our commerce and 


the lives of the people in the midst 
of the present trying circumstances, 
with discretion but with clear and 
steadfast purpose. Only the method 
and the extent remain to be chosen 
upon the occasion, if occasion should 
Indeed arise. 


"Since it has unhappily proved im- 


possible to safeguard our 
neutral 


rights by diplomatic means against tne 
unwarranted Infringements they are 
suffering at the hands of Germany, 
there may "be no recourse but to armed 
neutrality, which we shall know how 
to' maintain and for which there Is 
abundant American precedent. 


Hopes to Avoid War. 


"It Is devoutly to be Uoped that it 


will not be necessary to put armed 
force anywhere into ' action. 
The 


American people do not desire it, and 
our desire is not different from theirs. 
I am sure that they will understand 
the spirit in which I am acting, the 
purpose I hold nearest my heart and. 
would wish to exhibit In everything I 
would 
do."I am anxlouo that the people of 
the nations at war also should under- 
stand and not mistrust us. I hope-that 
I need give no further proofs and as- 
surances than. I have already given 
throughout nec.rly three years of anx- 
ious patience that I am the friend of 
peace and mean to preserve It for 
America so lor,:g us I am able. 


"I am not now proposing or con- 


templating war or any steps that need 
lead to it. I merely request that you 
will accord.me by your own vote and 
definite bestowal the means and au- 
thority to safeguard In practice the 
right 'of a great people who are at 
peace and who are desirous of exer- 
cising none but the rlghtn of peace to 
follow the pursuits of peace In quiet- 
ness and good will—rights recognized 
time out of, mind by all the civilized 
nations of the world. 


War Only for Willful Act. 


, "No course of my choosing or, of 
theirs will lead to war. War can come 
only by the willful acts and aggres- 
sions of others. 


"I believe that the people will be

Feb. 27.—On one portion of the British 
front at .least, 'the, war on Sunday be- 
came a war of movement. 


.Under cover of a heavy fog and mist, 


the Germans .carried out the greatest 
retirement' they 'have made on the 
western front in the last two years. 


The British have swept into posses- 


sion of Pys, Serre, MIraumont and Pe- 
tit Miraumont, including the famous 
Butte de Warlencourt, which has been 
the scene of some of the fiercest fight- 
ing of the war, and In places is deep 
with the bones of 'dead men. 


The German retirement Is estimated 


at a depth, of three miles at some 
points. 
The British expect to.be In a-posi- 


tion to force the evacuation of Ba- 
paume, which has been the key to the 
German position since the beginning of 
the battle of .the Soinrae. 


The points 
which 
already 
have 


fallen into the British hands have 
stood out In the history of the fighting 
on this front and were most stubbornly 
defended. Only a week ago, when the 
British attacked on a two-mile front 
east' and south of Miraumont and Pys, 
the German resistance was bitter and 
the high ground desired was won only 
after desperate hand-to-hand encoun- 
ters and the taking of more than 800 
Germans prisoner. 


The British had been waiting for a 


clearing'of the foggy weather before 
pressing the advance, but meantime It 
is apparent that the German high com- 
mand decided to retire without any 
further fighting to stronger positions 
prepared well to the rear. 


Friday night fires were observed In 


the German front line trenches. 
They 


were only dimly vlslbfe through the 
thick mist of the particularly bluck 
night, but it was discovered that the 
flames issued from burning German 
dugouts.

Patrols sent forward reported the 


evacuation of the German outposts. 
Similar reports came from north of the 
Ancre, and by nightfall Saturday the 
British had established themselves in 
Petit Miraumont and advanced all 
along the line, meeting only with snip- 
Ing resistance here and'there. 


On Sunday the British patrol pressed 


forward, keeping in close contact with 
the Germans, who' had' retreated a 
further 2,000 yards during the night.

FORGEDTOARMEDNEUTRALITY 


[Requests Congress to Grant Power to 


Arm American Merchant Vessels 
and to Use Armed Forces of the

United States Citizens. 


Washington, Feb. 27.— President Wil- 


son delivered an address before ft Joint 
session of congress yesterday. Ho de- 
clared that diplomatic means hud 
failed to safeguard American Interests 
•and that all that Is left now Is to 
tidopt «n attitude of armed neutrality. 
He specifically asked that ho bo given 
authority to arm American merchant 
vessels. 


The president's address was as fol- 


lows: 


"Gentlemen of the Congress: 
I have again asked tbo Rrlvllege of 


addressing you because we are moving 
through ciltlcal times during which It 
seems to me to be my duty to keep In 
tlose touch with the houses of con- 
gress, bo that neither counsel nor ac- 
tion shall run at croas-pmposes be- 
tween us. 


"On the third of February I olUclully 


informed you of the sudden and unex 
pected action of the Imperial German

AH Commerce Suffering. 


"Its practical results are not yet 


fully disclosed. The commerce of other 
neutral nations Is .sufleilng severely, 
but not, perhaps, very much more se- 
verely than it was already buffering bc- 
for the first of February, when the new 
policy of the imperial goveinment was 
put Into operation. We have asked tlio 
co-operation of other neutral govern- 
ments to prevent these depredations, 
but so far none of them has thought it 
•wise to join us in any common course 
of action. 


"Our own commerce has suffered, is 


jsufteilns, rather In apprehension than 
Jn fact, rather because so many of our 
«hlps are timidly keeping to their home 
ports than because American ships 
have sunk.

were safeguarded with reasonable caie. 


"The case of the Law, which was 


carrying lemon-box staves to Palermo, 
disclosed a ruthlessness of molhod 
•which deserves grave condemnation, 
but was accompanied by no circum- 
stances which might not have been ex- 
pected at any time In connection with 
the use of the submarine ugulnst mer- 
chantmen as the German government 
has used It. 


"In sifmmlng up, therefore, the situ- 


ation we find ourselves In with regard 
to the actual conduct of the German 
submarine waifaie against commerce 
and its eftects upon our own ships and 
people is substantially the same that 
it was when I addressed you on the 
third of February, except for 'lie tying

KILLED IN FOOD RIOTS 


ONE MAN SLAIN AND NINE HURT 


AT PHILADELPHIA. 


President Wilson Is Determined That 


Congress Shall Appropriate for 


Food Probe. 


Philadelphia, Feb. 23,—Led by a 


woman with a baby in her arms, a mob 
of striking sugar employees of the 
Franklin Sugar lloflnery, in an effort to 
buck up their wives and mothers who 
had engaged In a food riot, attacked a 
squad of police on Wednesday night. In 
the battle that followed the police fired 
point-blank upon the strikers, killing 
one and wounding nine others, A by- 
stander was probably fatally Injured, 
scores of strikers, women food rioters 
and policemen were struck by flying 
missiles. 


A riot cull thnt brought every high 


official of tho police department and 
many reserves was necessaiy before 
the outbreak could be quelled. 


Mis. Florence E. Shiulle, thirty-two 


years old, who led the mob, was arrest- 
ed on the charge of Inciting to riot. 


M, Dctkobxo, a Pole, was shiin. John 


Biomlej, twenty-two, was shot In the 
stomach and Is dying in a hospital. 


The riot followed a demonstration 


by the wives and mothers of the 
stilUeis, who marched to tho refinery 
crying for fooii. While the police were 
dispel sing the crowd a battle started 
between tho women and strlUe-break- 
ers, who were just leaving the refinery.

Under cover of a heavy fog and mist, 


the Germans carried out the greatest 
retirement they have made on the 
western front In the lust two yours. 


The British have swept Into posses- 


sion of Pys, Surre, Mlraumont and 1'e- 
tlt Mlraumont, including the famous 
Butte de Warlencourt, which hut) been 
the scene of some of. the fiercest light- 
ing of the war, and in places Is deep 
with the bones of dead men. 


The German retirement is estimated 


at u depth of three miles at some 
points. 


The British expect to be In n posi- 


tion to force the evacuation of Bu- 
paume, which has been tho key to the 
Geiman position since the beginning of 
the buttle of the Somme. 


The 
points 
which 
already 
have 


fallen into the British hands have 
stood out In the history of the fighting 
on this fiont and were most stubbornly 
defended. Only a week ago, when tbo 
British attacked on a two-mile front 
cast nud south of Mlraumont and Pys, 
the German resistance was bitter and 
the high ground desired was won only 
after desperate hand-to-hand encoun- 
ters and the taking of more than 800 
Germans prisoner. 


The British hud been waiting for a 


clearing of the foggy weather before 
pressing the advance, but meantime It 
Is apparent that the Gorman high com- 
mand decided to retire, without any 
further lighting to (stronger positions 
prepared well to the rear. 


Friday night fires were observed in 


the German front line trenches. 
They 


were only dimly visible through the 
thick mist of the particularly black 
night, but It was discovered that the 
flumes Isbued from burning Gorman 
dugouts. 


I'lUrols sent forward reported the 


evacuation of the German outposts. 
Similar reports came from north of the 
Ancre, ami by nightfall Saturday the 
British had established themselves In 
Petit Mlraumont nnd advanced all 
along the Hue, meeting only with snip- 
ing resistance here and there.

Failed to Safeguard Amer- 


ican Interests. 


..Requests Congress to Grant Power to 


Arm American Merchant Vessels 
and to Use Armed Forces of the 


Nation to Defend Rights of 


United States Citizens. 


Washington'. FebTsT.-Preslaont Wil- 


son delivered an address betore a Joint 
Cession oC congress yesterday. He de- 
clared that diplomatic means had 
failed to safeguard American interests 
*nd that all that is left now is to 
adopt tin attitude of armed neutrality. 
He specifically asked that he be given 
authority to arm American merchant 


^The"president's address was as fol- 
lows : 
"Gentlemen of the Congress: 
I have again asked the privilege of 


Addressing you because we are moving 
through critical times during which H 
seems to me to be my duty to keep in 
-close touch with the houses of con- 
gress, so that neither counsel nor ac- 
tion shall run at cross-purposes be- 
tween us. 
.. 
"On the third o'C February I official!* 


informed you of the sudden and unex- 
pected action of the imperial German 
government in declaring its intention 
to disregard the promises it had made 
to this government in April last and 
undertake immediate submarine opera- 
tions against all commerce, whether 
belligerents or neutrals, that should 
seek to approach Great Britain and Ire- 
land the Atlantic coasts of-Europe, or 
the harbors of the eastern Mediterra- 
nean, and to conduct those operations 
without regard to the established re- 
strictions of 
international 
practice, 


without regard to any considerations 
of humanity even which might inter- 
fore with their object. That policy was 
forthwith put into practice. It has 
now been in active execution for near- 
ly four weeks. 


All Commerce Suffering. 


"Its practical results are not yet 


fully disclosed. The commerce of other 
neutral nations is suffering severely, 
but not, perhaps, very much more se- 
ve-cly than it was already suffering be- 
lor the first of February, when the new 
policy of the imperial government was 
put into operation. Wo have asked the 
co-operation of other neutral govern- 
ments to prevent these depredations, 
but so far none of them has thought it 
wise to join us in any common course 
of action. 


"Our 
own commerce has suftereci, is 


suffurlu'-,''. rather in apprehension than 
•In fact, ratluH- because so many of our 
shlpsi are timidly keeping to their home 
ports than because American ships 
liuve sunk. 


'•Two American vessels luive been 


sunk, the Housatonie and the Lyman 
M. Law. 


"The case of the Housatonie, which 


was carrying foodstuffs to a London 
firm, was essentially like the case of 
the Frye. in which, it will bo recalled. 
Die German government admitted Its 
liability for damages, and the lives ot 
the crew, as in the fuse of the Frye, 
were safeguarded with reasonable care. 


"The case of the Law, which was 


carrying lemon-box staves to Palermo, 
disclosed a ruthlessness of method 
which deserves grave condemnation, 
hut was accompanied by no circum- 
stances which might not have been ex- 
pected ut any tiuiu in connection with 
the use of the submarine against mer- 
chantman as the German government 
has used it. 


"In slimming up, therefore, the situ- 


ation we find ourselves in with regard 
to the actual conduct of the German 
submarine warfare against commerce 
4md its effects upon our own ships und 
people is substantially the same that 
it was when I addressed you on the 
third of February, except for the tying 
up of our shipping in our own ports 
because of the unwillingness of our 
shipowners to risk their vessels at sea 
without Insurance or adequate protec- 
tion, and the very serious congestion 
of our commerce which has resulted, 
e. congestion which is growing rapidly 
more and more serious every day. 


"This In Itself might presently ac- 


complish, in effect, what the new Ger- 
man submarine orders were meant to 
accomplish, so fur as we are con- 
cerned. 


"SVe can only say, therefore, that 


the overt act which 1 have ventured to 
hope the German commanders would 
In fact avoid has not occurred. 


Some Alarming Signs. 


"But 
while this is happily true, It 


must be admitted that there have been 
certain additional Indications and ex- 
pressions of purpose on the part of 
the German press and the German au- 
thorities which have increased rather 
than lessened the impression that, if 
our ships and our people 'are spared 
It will be because of fortunate Cir- 
cumstances 
or 
because the com- 


manders of the German submarines 
which they may happen to encounter 
exercise an unexpected discretion and 
restraint rather than because of the 
instructions under which those com- 
mnnders are acting.

Feb. 27.—On one portion of the British 
front at least, the war on Sunday be- 
came a war of movement. 


Under cover of a heavy fog and mist, 


the Germans carried out the greatest 
retirement 
they have made on the 


western front in the last two years. 


The British have swept Into posses- 


sion of Pys, Serre, Miraumont and Pe- 
tit Miraumont, including the famous 
Butte de Warlencourt. which has been 
the scene of some of the fiercest fight- 
ing of the war, and in places Is deep 
with the bones of dead men. 
The German retirement is estimated 


at a depth of three miles at some 
points. 
The British expect to be In a posi- 


tion to force the evacuation of Ba- 
paume, which has been the key to the 
German position since the beginning of 
the battle of the Somme. 


The points 
which 
already 
have 


fallen Into the British hands have 
stood out in the history of the fighting 
on this front and were most stubbornly 
defended. Only a week ago, when the 
British attacked on a two-mile front 
east and south of Miraumont and Pys, 
the German resistance was bitter and 
the high ground desired was won only 
after desperate hand-to-hand encoun- 
ters and the taking of more than 800 
Germans prisoner, 


The British ht-d been waiting for a 


clearing'of the foggy weather before 
pressing the advance, but meantime it 
is apparent that the German high com- 
mand decided to retire without any 
further fighting to stronger positions 
prepared well to the rear. 


Friday night fires were observed In 


the German front line trenches. Thej 
were only dimly visible through the 
thick mist of the particularly black 
night, but it was discovered that the 
names issued from burning German 
dugouts. 
Patrols sent forward reported the 


evacuation of the German outposts 
Similar reports came from north of the 
Ancre, and by nightfall Saturday the 
British had established themselves in 
Petit Miraumont and advanced all 
along the line, meeting only with snip- 
Ing resistance here und there.

The premier declared that the gov- 


ernment hopes to deal effectively with 
the submarine menace despite the diOi- 
culties In the way of hunting down un- 
derwater boats, and said that enor- 
mous sacrifices are necessary 
from 


the British public, as the government 
proposes to dispense with all non- 
essential Importations to save ton- 
nage.. 


This was the first time that It nas 


been officially admitted that the Ger- 
man submarine war Is crippling the 
British government. 


"The gravest kind of measures are 


necessary In this situation." declared 
the premier. "The government is hope- 
ful of dealing effectively with this mat- 
ter, but we should be guilty of the 
worst kind of folly If we rested tran- 
quilly upon the realization of that 
hope.

Did it ever occur to you that na- 


ture requires her children to take an 
annual vacation? She does, and no- 
where do human beings puzzle their 
brains over this fact more than when 
tho hens begin their yearly holiday. 
This vacation Is technically called the 
"molting season." 
It begins during 


tho late summer. The hens stop lay- 
ing and change their suits of feathers 
for new ones. Usually they consume 
throe or four months in the process. 
Most of us know this perfectly well, 
but are apt'to overlook the fact tliat 
a very important .feature of the molt- 
ing period1 is that egg laying stops. 
We are unreasonable and expect the 
liens to lay all the time., When the 
hens take this 
vacation 
new-laid 


fresh eggs are scarce and remain 
scarce until the pulliets hatched dur- 
ing the preceding spring begin to lay. 


The remedy is very simple, and is 


under the control of the poultry mau. 
The first step Is to huve chickens 
hatched early, so that the pullets be- 
cin to lay when the hens begin to 
molt 
This is not difficult. 
Pullets 


of the American breeds begin laying 
at about 7 months of age. 
Leghorn 


pullets'begin .when about 6. months 
old. 
North of the Oh'io river this 


means that "all hatching rndst be., over 
by May 1 at the totest. The best plan 
IB to have the 'chickens coming at 
Intervals during March', and 
April. 


The earliest hatched pullets will, of 
course, begin to lay first. If any of 
them begin to.molt, their places will 
be taken by the later ones and a 
steady supply of eggs will be more 
certain/ 
• 
The difficulty in the-way of the' 


practical application of this matter is 
that so many poultry keepers are. de- 
pendent on hens for hatching. 
As 


tong as we have late hatched chick- 
ens we will have late sitters. The. 
poultry keeper who wants to change 
from late hatching to early hatching 
must therefore either get broody hens 
from someone else or use an incuba- 
tor. 
After he -has, "changed -the 


dates" on his flock', he. will have no. 
trouble, ospeciallywith the American 
breeds. 
- 
• 
"Every progressive (po.ultry raiser, 


who has tried it, eyei-y .agricultural- 
college and the government, halve 
data-showing that early'hatching will 
produce faljl and' winter layers. 
In 


the government flock during the past 
winter the :pullets of the entire flock- 
averaged over 20 per cent in egg.pro- 
duction, and some pens .made. 35''per- 
cent. That .means, iri,;pla'in language 
that the ,ogg production for all the 
pullets was one egg.-.daily for every 
five hens, and for so«ie -pens one egg

Co-operative Packing company of La 
Crosse, the first institution of its kind 
started in the United States, will be 
aired in court. The plant is closed 
and the business will either be wound 
up through a receivership or sold. 


Over 2,500 farmers, who are stock- 


holders in the enterprise, are eagerly 
awaiting the trial of an action started 
by the Langdon-Boyd Packing com- 
pany, to recover $12,000 alleged still to 
be due on the purchase price of the 
plant. 
That sensational developments ex- 


pected in the trial of the case will re- 
veal in part how the farmers lost over 
$200,000 in two years, is the contention 
of parties to the action. 
It is said 


that books of the company will show 
that $37,000 was spent in organizing 
the co-operative company; that the 
spoiling of one batch of meat cost the 
company over $20,000. and that mis- 
management was responsible for the 
loss of thousands of dollars additional. 


The sale of property, it is expected 


will not yield the stockholders over 10 
cents on the dollar invested.

• Washington.—"Troubles come in com- 
.panics to the United States," said a 
high official of government a day or 
two ago, and then he was asked, "Was 
ever an administration so beset with 
trials?"

Things have been coming pretty fast 


here In recent days. The officials In 
Washington took and tabulated the 
happenings, big and little, ns they 
.came.. The list was long and each 
Item on It was enough In Itself to 
cause apprehension. . First. In order 
and In Importance, of course,.was the 
German pronouncement of Intention to 
carry -on submarine warfare .without 
regard to flags or nations. Then came 
the president's act of breaking dip- 
lomatic relations with the German em- 
pire. 


From this point it became a case of 


waiting and'it may be said that the 
watchfulness of the .waiting was ac- 
centuated to the strength 
of forty 


times that In evidence when the Mex- 
ican cloud of trouble first appeared 
on the southern horizon. 


List of Our Troubles. 


J^ere is.a list of the things as tbey 


happened almost day by day: 


Germany renewed its submarine ac- 


tivities, sinking the passenger 
ship 


California and many merchant vessels 
carrying neutral flags. 


Then came the announced intention 


of the German government to keep in 
custody 72 American sailors who had 
been taken by commerce raiders. 


Then to cause keen anxiety and ap- 


prehension to the administration, came 
the word that our ambassador to Ber- 
lin, James W. Gerard, would not be 
given his passports until certain prom- 
ises had been made by the United 
States. For a day or two it appeared 
as If'this treatment of the ambassador 


of the Red Cross are Miss Mabel T. 
Boardnmn, Ernest P. Blcknell and Col. 
Jefferson R. Ken-ii. War may or may 
not come, but the Red Cross is at work. 
Today, on the word that hostilities had 
jegun, the Red Cross Is In a position 
to establish 23 hospitals in different 
parts of the country, each capable of 
caring for 500 wounded men. 


Within a day or two the funds will 


be at hand to establish two additional 
liospltals, making 25 in all, with a,total 
capacity of 12,500 beds for sick and 
wounded men. The preparation of the 
Red Cross means something. 
There 


are 8,000 graduate nurses ready for li- 
stant service. 
There are surgeons 


enough to supply all the hospital needs. 
Nurses arid surgeons will drop their 
present work on the instant that the 
call goes' forth to report at the hos- 
pitals. 
Surgical instruments, steriliz- 


ing material, cots, beds and everything 
needed except such medical supplies as 
deteriorate when kept, are ready for 
use In the time of need. 


Hospitals Not Yet Located. 


For a year the work of preparation 


has been going on. The only thing 
that Is not known is where (he hospi- 
tals are to be established.. This mat- 
ter Is left to the war and navy depart- 
ments, but the instunt that war begins 
Die sites will be fixed and the surgeons, 
tho nurses and the hospital material 
will be forwarded immediately to the 
selected points. 


.The complete staffs of seven Chicago 


hospitals and of an equal number In 
New York, and the staffs of many hos- 
pitals in' other cities, surgeons and 
nurses, will report at once for army 
and navy hospital work when the ne- 
cessity of war .shall demand. Reserve 
staffs" already, It Is understood, have 
been formed to take the place in those 
hospitals of the doctors and nurses 
who will go to tho front.

ture required her children to take an 
annual vacation?

"molting season." 
H begins during 


tho late summer. The hens stop lay- 
ing, and change their suits of feathers 
for new onou. 
Usually they consume 


throe or four months In the process. 
Most of us know this perfectly well, 
but aro apt to overlook the fact that 
u vory Important feature of the molt- 
ing period is that egg laying stops. 
Wo aro unreasonable and expect tho 
lions to lay all the time.

frosh eggs are scarce and remain 
scarce until the puHets hatched dur- 
ing the preceding spring begin to lay. 


Tho romody Is very simple, and is

Tho best plan 
is to havo the chickens coming at 
Intervals during March 
and 
April. 


Tho earliest hatched pullets will, of 
course, begin to lay llrst. 
If any of 


them begin to molt, their places will 
bo takon by tho later ones and a 
steady supply of oggs will be more 
certain.1'

HATCH CHICKENS EARLY 


Fresh Kgg.s Will Be Scarce Next Fall 


and Winter. Remedy is in Hands 


of the Poultry Man 


Did it ever occur to you that na- 


ture requires her children to take an 
annual vacation? She does, and no- 
where do human beings puzzle their 
brains over this fact more than when 
the hens begin their yearly holldfJ"- 
This vacation is technically called the 
-molting season." 
It begins during 


the late summer. The hens stop lay- 
ing, and change their suits of feathers 
for new ones. 
Usually they consume 


three or four months in the process. 
Most of us know this perfectly well, 
but are apt 'to overlook the fact that 
a very important feature of the raolt- 
ng period is that egg laying stops. 
We are unreasonable and expect the 
hens to lay all the time. 
When the 


hens take this 
vacation 
new-laia 


fresh eggs are scarce and remain 
scarce until the pullets hatched dur- 
ng the preceding spring begin to lay. 


The remedy is very simple, and is 


under the control of the poultry man. 
The Drst step is to have chickens 
hatched early, so that the pullets be- 
gin to lay when the hens begin to 
molt 
This is not difficult. 
Pullets 


of the American breeds begin laying 
at about 7 months of age. 
Leghorn 


pullets -begin when about 6 months 
old.

means .that all hatching must be over 
by May 1 at the totest. The best plan

These are Col- 
lowed by views in the hog cholera 
serum laboratory where the serum 
for the control of the disease is pro- 
duced. 
Very vivid illustrations of 


the changes in the different organs 
which occur as a result of hog chol- 
era infection are also shown. 


The most practical part oE the film 


is a series of pictures showing the 
precautions to take and steps to' fol- 
low i£ one wishes to vaccinate hogs 
successfully. 
Emphasis is laid upon 


the preparation of the skin at the 
place where the serum is to be in- 
troduced. Views of both sanitary and 
unsanitary pig pens have been made 
to bring out the contrast between 
i-liom. 
The picture of the common 


animal parasites of hogg, namely in- 
testinal worms and lice, both of which 
reduce vitality and cause poor nutri- 
tion, make perfectly clear-the damage 
caused by these enemies of the hog

ally seen a cholera-sick pig, after 
having watched these movies, cannot 
fail to recognize the characteristic 
wobbly, reeling gait, ganted appear-, 
anco, straight tail and cough when' 
his hogs get sick. Moreover, he wilt 
know exactly what steps to take in 
order to protect his' healthy hogs 
from getting this deadly disease.

who has tried it, every agricultural 
college and the government, halve 
data showing that early hatching will 
produce fall and winter layers. 
In 


the government flock during the past 
•winter the 'pullets of the entire flock 
averaged over 20 per cent in egg. pro- 
duction, and some pens made 35 per 
cent. That means, in plain language 
that the egg production for all the 
pullets was one egg daily for every 
five hens, and for some pens one egg 
daily for every three hens.

too, when fresh eggs sold up to 75 
cents per dozen -in Washington... This 
could not have been done except by 
early hatching.

In .ludlcliiry square, This pavilion was made of 
light boards roofed with (nr paper and sealed 
with pink and white muslin. "The mighty Ameri- 
can eagle," lo quote tho ollldnl report, "spread bis 
wings over the president's platform and from hit 
pinions spread streamers 100 feet long, caught. 
\tp on either side by eonts of arms. 
The presi- 


dent's reception platform was CO fact long and 30 
I'oet wide. 
Twelve pilasters supported alternate 


gold figured, red nnd blue stands, which held pots 
of blooming flowers. 
Platform nnd steps were 


richly carpeted and thousands of canary birds 
were placed toward tho culling to add their chorus 
to the music. Tickets to this magnificent enter- 
tainment cost ?20. 


Then came Inaugural day with a bltswurd and 


eold wave so severe that marchers In the Innu- 
gurnl procession dropped by tbo way, overcome by

The north wind swooped down on the 


muslin palace and rattled Its flimsy grandeur un- 
til the- roof was swaybackcd in one placo and bal- 
looned out In another, while the tar paper and 
loose boards rose In the gusts and rattled down 
fur and wide. 


President Grant recovered sufllclontly from the

The ball gown had ar- 
rived at the very last minute and the new "first 
lady" hud wondered for several anxious days 
what In the world she would wonr to tho ball If 
the dressmaker failed her. 


"It was made of heavy w h i t e satin which I had 


sent to Tokyo to have embroidered," writes Mrs. 
Taft. "and the people who did (he work surely 
knew their art. 
A pattern of goldonrod was out- 


lined by a silver thread nnd cleverly fitted Into 
the long lines of tho gown, and no other trim- 
mings had lieen used except some, lace with which 
the low-cut bodice was finished.

days of sub-zero temperatures, and 
i8'j')-'.H. when the same number were 
recorded. 


The coldest week of the present 


winter was the third week of Decem- 
ber with an average of 5 degrees 
above zero. The warmest week thus 
iar this winter was the lirst week in 
December, when an'average of 44.3 
degrees was recorded.
